GERMANY WANTS TO LEND MONEY 


The Railway it Wants 


“to Aid is 
in the Russian Sphere of 
Influence: 

St. Petersburg, May 23—Accord- 


ing to the newspapers here’ Ger- 
man’s attempt at expansion «in Per- 
sia is likely to lead to acute trouble 
between the Kaiser's government, 
Great Britain and Russa. ‘Mhe mat- 
ter has arisen out of Germany's re- 
ported intention to Jend money to 
Persia in return for the latter's sup- 
port of German enterprises, including | 
a line of steamers on Lake Urumiah, 
which is within Russia’s sphere of in- 
fluence. 

Great Britain and Russia, it is re- 
ported, are resisting Germany's pre- 
tensions,- while the latter is. insistent. 
It is alleged that the German yov- 
ernment has notified both Great Brit- 
ain and the Czar's ministers that they 
will not recognize the spheres of in- 
fluence set down in the Anglo-Russian 
agreement. 

The Bourse Gazette is authority for 
the statement that the Russian for- 
eign office has notified Germany that 
neither Russia nor lngland is un- 
willing to consider Germany’s claims 
in Persia, but they will refuse to per- 
mit her to interfere politically. 

The Russian press is considerably 
excited and unanimously express the 
belief that the trouble will be long 
drawn out.

FORT FRANCIS WINS 
HARD FOUGHT CASE 


Government Has Decided to Prohibit 
the Export of Power to Inter- 
national Falls, Minn. 


Fort Francis, Ont., May 23.—The 
delegates who were sent from ‘here 
to Toronto and Ottawa ‘to iprotest ion 
behalf of Fort Francis and district 
against the diverting of waterpower 
to International Falls, Minn., by the 
Minnesota and Ontario Power Com- 
pany have wired here that at a meet- 
ing of the cabinet at Ottawa on Fri- 
day, which was attended ‘by all par- 
ties interested, the authorities shave 
decided that there shall ‘be no export 
of Fort Francis power to the Ameri- 
can side. 

The news was received here at mid- 
night and as a result there was much 
rejoicing. ‘This means that J. W. 
Bacus, president of the company and 
promotetr of the big .—pulp and paper 
mills at International Falls will have 
to utilize Canadian power on the Can- 
adian side. It also means ‘that there 
will now be available for use in Fort 
Francis 15,000 horsepower for indus- 
trial concerns which will be one of 
the factors in building up industries 
here.

Ibs. on nails and spikes. This will 

trike the consumer as a fairly liberal | 
scale of protection—excessively liber-| 
al in view of the fact that in addition 
iron and steel manufacturers have re- 
ceived direct cash subsidies from the 
Federal treasury to the extent of near- 
ly thirteen and one-half million dollars 
in ten years. 

Even this does not cover the list of 
past and prospective benefits conferred 
on this private industry at public ex: | 
pense. One of the arguments advanc- 
ed in support of the building of a Can- 
adian navy, at untold cost to the tax- 
payer. is that this will provide a pro- 
fitable market for the outlet of iron 
and steel works; the increased 
sidies for dry docks, provided for at 
the session just closed, are intended 
incidentally to Serve as another means 
to the same end and Mr. Conmee 
wants the government to compel all 
subsidized railways to use rails made 
from Canadian ore.
